A CHARDSTOCK family has been left devastated 
after their 10-week-old puppy was stolen during a 
daylight raid. 

Deanne Lord, of the Clay Steps area of the village, said 
Doodle, a tri-colour Parson Jack Russell, was left alone in 
the garden of the family home for no more than 10 
minutes. When she went to check on him he had 
disappeared. 

The incident took place on Wednesday, December 8th, at 
approximately 11am. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, Deanne said: “We believe 
Doodle to have been stolen, I think it must have been an 
opportunist who has taken him. 

“He was in the back garden of our house with our older 
dog and they were on their own for no more than 10 
minutes. When I went to check on him our older dog came 
over to me and he was looking nervous, like he knew that 
something wasn’t right. 

“Doodle is only 10-weeks-old and we have only had him 
for two weeks, we really want to get him back for 
Christmas.” 

The puppy has been described as very distinctive by the 
owners. He has a tan and black face, white body with black 
markings and an undocked black tail with a white tip on 
the end. 

Deanne added that she is putting up a reward for anyone 
who has information that leads to the return of Doodle. 

She said: “We had another dog that died in September 
and Doodle was a replacement for him. At this time of year 
I think he has been stolen as a Christmas present for 
somebody or someone will be able to make some easy 
money by selling him on. 

“There is a large reward offered for information leading 
to Doodle’s return. Please help. I have two distraught 
children and we just want our pet home for Christmas.” 

Doodle has also been registered with 
www.doglost.co.uk, a website that aims to reunite lost or

stolen dogs with their owners. 

A spokesman for the website said: “Doglost.co.uk is a 
national network of thousands of dog owners and 
volunteers keen to help reunite lost dogs with their owners.

Axminster police have confirmed that the puppy has 
been reported as missing and are urging anyone with 
information to get in touch.

New parish reverend 
prepares to take on a 
church in the country

AXMINSTER’S new parish priest 
has not arrived in town to re-invent 
the wheel, but to build on things 
already in place. 

The licensing of Reverend John Streeting 
took place on Monday, December 6th, 
witnessed by a near capacity congregation 
in the Minster. 

The service was led by Reverend 
Michael Langrish, Bishop of Exeter, and 
concluded with the cutting of a cake to 
confirm and celebrate the appointment of 
Reverend Streeting. 

The new rector grew up in Chingford, 
London, and started his working life as a 
music teacher — working in London and 
Hereford. 

That career spanned 15 years and came 
to an end when John enrolled at 
theological college at St Stephen’s House, 
Oxford. 

There had always been a church 
connection as he became a choir boy at an 
early age and was a regular churchgoer 
throughout. 

John was ordained in 1992 and first 
served in Upminster before transferring to 
Chelsea and then the Isle of Sheppey. 

He and his wife have friends in Devon 
and really like the county, so he was 
delighted to find a post here. 

But he admits he knew very little about 
Axminster despite having spent many 
holidays in nearby Lyme Regis. 

“I knew about the carpets but apart from 
that, nothing,” he said. 

His interest in the town dramatically 
increased, though, when The Bishop of 
Crediton, aka Bishop Bob, mentioned the 
vacancy here. 

John subsequently applied and was told 
he’d got the job in July following 
interview. 

“It was a panel of 16 people, it was a 
little daunting,” he said.

When asked if he has any particular 
plans or initiatives to implement, he said: 
“I don’t think I have been sent here to re¬ 
invent the wheel, but to build on what is 
already here.” 

He is keen for the six churches in the 
ministry to continue to work closely 
together and make the churches as 
accessible as possible to the whole 
community. 

As good examples of wider accessibility 
he mentions local schools singing carols in 
church, the sale of Christmas cards and the 
summer music programme in the Minster. 

Reverend Streeting is married to 
Elizabeth and they have six children — 
four boys and two girls — ranging in age 
from 15-32. 

He concluded by saying: “We would like 
to thank everyone for a wonderful 
welcome and we both feel we will be very 
happy in the community.”

Police close

EDDC rejects controversial 
plans for knacker’s yard bid

PLANS to return a knacker’s 
yard near Chardstock back to 
its former glory have been 
rejected by East Devon 
District Council (EDDC). 

As previously reported in 
Pulman’s View, Robert Blackburn, 
of Chard, had wanted to resume 
the business at the site at Hook. 
The operation is currently being 
leased from Mr Blackburn by 
Fromevale Animal Products Ltd 
of Bridgwater, Somerset. 

Many residents living close to 
the site, and parish councillors, 
had aired their concerns to the 
district council. 

Concerns included increased 
traffic to and from the knacker’s 
yard, nuisance smells and 
potential pollution of the nearby 
River Kit. 

A spokesman for EDDC said the 
application had been refused on a 
number of grounds. 

The spokesman said: “The 
evidence provided does not appear 
to support the range of uses set out 
in the application. When the 
rendering activity was carried out 
there were significant problems of 
nuisance smells and if these uses 
had been carried out in the last 10 
years the impact on adjacent 
residents would have been similar 
and would undoubtedly have been 
reported. 

“There does, however, seem to 


be evidence that a small scale 
operation was carried out on the 
site involving the transportation 
and collection of fallen stock, the 
cutting of carcasses and the 
processing of meat by-products 
for pet food. No evidence is 
provided as to the scale or 
frequency of these activities. 
Since May 2009 there have been 
no licences for the site to operate 
as a collection centre. Prior to that 
the only direct evidence of use of 
the site dates back to August 2008 
in the form of Fromevale 
collection notes.” 

However, the issue may not be 
over yet as Mr Blackburn looks 
set to submit an application to 
build houses at the former 
knacker’s yard. 

As reported in last week’s 
Pulman’s View from Axminster, 
Lyndon Brett, the agent working 
for Mr Blackburn, drafted a letter 
to the district council following a 
dispute with Fromevale. 

In the letter he says: “My clients 
have a different agenda to 
Fromevale, as my clients will, 
with the benefit of the certificate 
of lawfulness, then seek to secure 
an alternative use for the site and 
premises - for residential 
development. 

“Mr and Mrs Blackburn are 
looking to work with EDDC to 
arrive at a mutually acceptable 
solution for the local authority, the 
parish council, residents and 
themselves.”

NHS Devon is urging people to 
stay warm this winter. 

With the current cold snap set to 
continue for at least the next few days 
the health authority is asking people 
to stay indoors unless it is vital to 
venture outside. 

A spokesman for NHS Devon said: 
“With winter setting in early this year 
NHS Devon is urging people to take 
care of themselves, elderly relatives 
and neighbours to avoid serious 
illness. 

“Temperatures have already 
plummeted to nearly -IOC in the 


county and NHS Devon is advising 
people to be prepared for more cold 
weather. 

“According to the chief medical 
officer around 400 deaths could 
potentially be avoided in the winter 
months. 

“During winter, when demand on 
the NHS is highest, people are asked 
to choose well to make sure they get 
the right service for their needs.” 

Dr Virginia Pearson, NHS Devon’s 
director of public health, said: “If it is 
not possible to keep the whole house 
warm, try to keep one main room and 
bedroom warm and stay there unless 


you have to go outside, however, do 
try to stay active. 

“The best way to stay warm is to 
wear several small layers of clothing 
rather than a few thick heavy clothing 
items. 

“There is a greater risk of 
hypothermia in temperatures below 
10 degress so it is vital to be aware of 
the temperature and to keep warm at 
all times. 

“When it starts to get really cold, 
particularly if you live on your own 
and are over 65, try to arrange for 
someone to call to your house or 
telephone at least once a day.”

Disruption to 
kird Me as tke 
winter kegins 

NOT surprisingly, in the light of the icy early 
winter blast, bird life has been severely 
disrupted. Small flocks of lapwings were seen 
flying out to sea, presumably seeking warmer 
climes, while I noted a single lapwing desperately 
trying to find food in the frosted field by my 
office. 

Snipe and woodcock are now appearing in good 
numbers, driven west to escape the snow and ice in the 
north and east. A spoonbill was also seen on the Axe 
estuary, as well as four Mediterranean gulls, while a 
flock of over 30 of those lovely waders, golden plovers, 
was seen over Musbury and Bo shill. 

As I write, the ground is softening under brilliant 
sunshine and the hordes of blackbirds, the odd fieldfare 
and redwing, have deserted the windfall apples for their 
more traditional sources of food. Providing fresh, 
unfrozen water for the wild birds has been a challenge, 
and with the bird bath frozen solid, I have resorted to 
providing metal pans which are constantly refilled. 

I see that Steve Waite who has edited the bird section 
of the Axe Estuary bi-monthly email newsletter, for the 
past two years is having to give up the task, which he 
has performed so brilliantly, due to other commitments. 
David Walters will continue with the newsletter but as 
he can’t get out and about as much as he used to do, he 
will be relying to some extent on notes and pictures sent 
to him. His email is davidwalters@eclipse.co.uk. 

So if you see any interesting, unusual or even amusing 
sightings do please contact David. Photos are very 
welcome and all items published will be acknowledged. 

In 1961 the Dorset Naturalists’ Trust was formed with 
just 361 members and it was a year before it managed 
to lease its first reserve. Eventually it was to become 
the Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT), now one of the 
leading wildlife conservation trusts in Britain. Today, 
the DWT is supported by 3.5 per cent of the county’s 
population and manages 42 sites, mainly owned by the 
trust and representing over 1300 hectares of wildlife 
havens. 

Next year there will be celebrations and special events 
to recognise its half a century ago of existence and to 
mark the occasion the DWT is issuing a £50 challenge! 
They are asking anyone who has an interest in wild life 
to raise £50 during 2011 to ensure that the work of 
protecting the natural environment can continue for a 
further 50 years. 

The fund is needed to provide emergency and long 
term financial support for land purchase, development 
of educational facilities, nature reserve management 
and for nature restoration projects. 

Times are straitened but the work undertaken by the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust is essential to protect nature in 
this extraordinarily diverse part of England. How one 
raises the £50 is to be left to individuals, though the 
simplest answer is, of course, a straight forward 
donation. Eurther news on the £50 challenge in due 
course. 

Such is the strength and popularity of the DWT that a 
local Bridport group has outgrown its regular meeting 
place. The increasing numbers attending the monthly 
evening meetings of the West Dorset Group of the 
DWT means that they can no longer be accommodated 
in the Eriends’ Meeting House and so, from the 
beginning the New Year, the monthly Eriday lectures 
will take place at the Bridport United Church Hall, just 
off East Street. 

The first lecture will be an illustrated talk by Bob 
Gibbons called “The most flowery places in the world” 
on Eriday, January 7th at 7.30pm. Non-members are 
welcome and further info is available from Monty 
Crook on 01308 423442.

WHILE most families have a few homemade 
presents hidden away they’d rather forget about, 
there are still some gifts which are safe to make, and 
give, without fear of future resentment: edible ones. 

As Annie Rigg, author of Gifts From the Kitchen, 
explains, while homemade gifts demonstrate love, 
originality and creativity, “foodie gifts double those magic 
ingredients”. 

“What could be more wonderful than receiving a jar of 
chutney or a bottle of fresh raspberry cordial, all packaged 
beautifully with a hand written label?” asks Rigg. 

So the next time you head to the organic section of the 
supermarket looking for eco-friendly jam, with a frilly 
retro cloth cap to improve your mood in the morning, stop 
and think, ‘Could I make that?’ And, if so, you might be 
ready to get creative in the kitchen this Christmas. 

Here are some of Rigg’s fabulous ideas... 

Raspberry and rose chocolate wafers 

(Makes about 24 wafers) 

150g good quality dark chocolate (72% cocoa solids) 

150g good quality white chocolate 

3-4tbsp freeze-dried raspberry crispies (approx 25g) 

3-4tbsp crystallized rose petals 

3-4tbsp pink sugared rose chips or sugar sprinkles 

Line two large baking sheets with non-stick baking 
parchment. 

Break the dark and white chocolate into pieces and melt 
separately in heatproof bowls set over pans of barely 
simmering water. Stir until smooth, remove from the heat 
and cool slightly. 

Spoon heaped teaspoonfuls of melted chocolate on to the 
prepared baking sheets, spreading the chocolate into discs 
with the back of the spoon. Scatter with the raspberry 
crispies, rose petals and rose chips or sugar sprinkles. 

Set aside to cool and harden completely before removing 
from the parchment with a palette knife. 

Stored in an airtight container, these will keep for four to 
five days. 

Cashew and almond barfi 

(Makes 20-24 pieces) 

200g unsalted cashews 

200g ground almonds 

125g caster sugar 

397g can of condensed milk 

75ml full fat milk 

Itsp ground cardamom 

Itsp rosewater 

2tbsp clarified butter or ghee 


6 sheets of edible silver leaf 

Line a 20cm square baking tin with lightly oiled baking 
parchment. Tip the cashews into a food processor and 
blend until finely ground. Add the ground almonds and 
pulse for a further 30 seconds. Mix with the caster sugar, 
condensed milk, full-fat milk, ground cardamom and 
rosewater. 

Heat the clarified butter or ghee in a large non-stick 
frying pan and add the nut mixture. Stir constantly over a 
low heat for about 10-15 minutes, until the mixture 
thickens and comes away from the pan smoothly in a thick 
mass. It should be the consistency of a loose bread dough 
or choux pastry. 

Tip the mixture into the prepared tin and spread level 
with either a palette knife or a rubber spatula. Leave to cool 
for 10 minutes. 

Very carefully peel one sheet of silver leaf at a time from 
the book and lay on the surface of the barfi to completely 
cover it. Leave to set completely, then cut into diamonds 
with a sharp knife or a pizza wheel 
Package in a single layer in a shallow box lined with 
waxed or non-stick baking parchment. 

Stored in an airtight container, these will keep for up to 
one week. 

Chocolate and hazelnut spread 

(Makes 1 X 450g Jar) 

75g blanched hazelnuts 

lOOg dark chocolate (72% cocoa solids), chopped 

100ml condensed milk 

l-2tbsp hazelnut oil 

pinch of salt 

3-4tbsp hot water 

Preheat the oven to ISOC/gas mark 4. Tip the hazelnuts 
on to a baking sheet and toast in the preheated oven for 5- 
7 minutes, until pale golden. Remove the nuts from the 
oven and cool slightly. Tip the warm hazelnuts into a food 
processor and chop until they become an almost smooth 
paste. 

Gently melt the chocolate, condensed milk and hazelnut 
oil in a small pan over a low heat. Stir until smooth and add 
to the hazelnut paste in the food processor. 

Add a pinch of salt and blend, then add the hot water and 
blend again until the mixture has a thick, spreadable 
consistency. 

Spoon into a pretty sterilised jar and leave to cool. Cover 
with a lid and label when cold. 

This will keep in the fridge for up to two weeks.

Ma^da3 joins range 


LIKE the rest of Mazda’s 
range of vehicles, the Mazda3 
model is no ‘also-ran’. 

Mazda may not have the UK 
market share of traditional volume 
brands such as Ford or Vauxhall, 
but that doesn't mean it doesn’t 
have the respect of car buyers. 
Pound for pound, cars like the 
MazdaS hatchback can be 
comfortably be considered 
alongside well-established 

competitors. 

A number of factors have played 
their part in the Japanese brand’s 
rise from a relatively small 
importer of budget vehicles to a 
competitive sub-premium 

manufacturer in the UK, and chief 
among them is the company’s 
focus on delivering what car buyers 
want. 

This is reflected not only in the 
improved interior and exterior 
quality of its vehicles or the 
distinctive styling ethos that’s 
given individual models greater 
identity as part of an instantly 
recognisable brand. 

It’s also reflected in the concise 
nature of the vehicle line-up itself 


— one that concentrates on the key 
sectors; small hatchback, family 
hatchback, D-segment rep-mobile, 
people carrier, two-seater sports 
car and SUV crossover. 

There’s little flim-flam to be 
found, just well-crafted examples 
of the cars people want and need 
more than any other. 

With this ethos in mind, Mazda 
has made some revisions to the 
popular MazdaS. Firstly, there’s no 
more saloon for the UK market. 
The booted version of the MazdaS 
was a handsome but rare sight, 
accounting for a mere six per cent 
of UK sales. 

Secondly, the 1.6-litre diesel 
engine has been replaced with a 
new version offering greater 
economy and lower emissions. 
While there’s nothing unusual 
about that, looking under the skin 
offers further insight into Mazda's 
focussed approach. 

In an era of technological 
advances, Mazda's decision to 
simplify the inner workings of the 
MazdaS’s smaller capacity diesel 
engine is a brave one. The outgoing 
1.6-litre diesel unit was a twin- 
cam, 16-valve design; the kind that 


until not so long ago would have 
warranted extra badges to inform 
passers-by of its sophistication. 

The new unit still offers 
turbocharged performance, but 
uses a single camshaft and eight- 
valves. Less glamorous it may be, 
but the reduced weight and 
frictional losses from the additional 
parts help the revised model to 
produce greater efficiency and 
lower C02 e mi ssions. 

Regardless of the core layout, the 
new unit is hardly a step 
backwards. As with so many 
modern diesel engines, God is in 
the detail. Super-sharp piezo 
injectors have been put to use 
within the fuelling system, 
allowing greater control of the fuel 
delivery. 

A new variable-geometry 
turbocharger is used, too, offering a 
better spread of power delivery 
across the rev range. Equally 
important for fuel consumption 
when the vehicle is used for shorter 
journeys, an exhaust gas 
recirculation cooler bypass system 
allows the engine to warm up faster 
when starting from cold. 

The net result is a fuel 


consumption improvement of 2.2 
per cent and C02 emissions down 
1.7 per cent, while power is up by 
six bhp. 

Cracially, the torque figure has 
not only been raised by 221b/ft but, 
thanks to the clever turbo, now 
offers peak performance between 
1750 and 2700rpm. This makes the 
engine much more flexible and 
results in less gear changing using 
the new, lighter, six-speed manual 
trans mi ssion. 

With less need to rev the engine 
to find performance refinement is 
improved and, once quickly 
warmed, engine noise is well 
constrained. 

Sharing a platform with the Ford 
Focus, a car widely considered the 
best in class in terms of handling, 
has always been a bonus for the 
MazdaS. 

Although no sports car, an 
advanced suspension system offers 
a consistent feel at the wheel with 
body roll suitably tempered for a 
more aggressive approach. At the 
same time, the ride quality is good; 
not pillow soft but not 
unnecessarily firm either.
